oblerve twelve or fourteen fcveral 
places about a fmall charadcr : for 
the avoiding of which inconveni- 
ence, I obferve only the places for 
the jingle vowels, and no more.

Of The TABLE. 

T Hough any Word in any Lan- 
guage may be written by the 
former Rules, yet (to omit nothing 
that may tendto the fpeedy attain- 
ing of this Art ) I have added a fhort 
Table of Words, fo frequent in ufe, 
that almoft in any ordinary Sentence 
the greater part of the Words are 
written by this Table, without re- 
moving the Pen from the Paper in 
any one Word. 

The moil part of thefe words arc 
little charge to Memory, being made 
out of the Letters cl the Alphabet. 

Thole that think the abbreviating 
long Words by Marks to be an help 
to this Art , are of another mind.
